AWARD 
Thiş reference was made by the Central Government by Order No. 
LR - 2 ( 248 ) dated the kith January 1950 . This is a dispute between five banks 
012 . , 

( 1) the Bank of Baroda , Limited , 
( 2) the Punjab National Bank , Limited , 
(8 ) the United Commercial Bank , Limited , 
(4 ) the Devkurap Nanji Bank Company , Limited . 

(6 ) the National Savings Bank , Limited , 
and their employees . The heads of disputes aro set out in Schedule II to the 
Ordur referred to above under 17 heuds . The representatives of the banks and 
tho Vadodra Rajya Nokar Sangh which is the only union of the cmployees 
concerned liavo agreed that so far as the common issues or heads of disputes in 
this reference and in the referenco made by the Central Government in their 
Order No LR - 2 ( 212 ) dated the 13th June 1949 aro concerned the parties would 
be bound by the award resulting from the earlior reference . The only heads 
of dispute which are not covered by tho issues to be found in Schedule II to 
the Order of the 13th June 1949 uro No. Beruniforms for lower paid staff and No. 
14 . - provision of canteens and tiffin rooms at the cost of the Bank. 

As to the first of these issues the Sangh has made the following demands 
that the members of lower paid staff should be supplied with 8 sets of uniformg 
every year , oncli set of such uniforms to include such articles 18 are boing suppli 
ed to the incinbers of the lower paid staff uccording to the prevailing practice 
in addition to one unbrella per year . We are of opinjon , as expressed by us in 
our award rolating to the roference to certain disputes pending in the Industrial 
Court at Bombay and transferred to this Tribunal, tliat an umbrella should 
be provided once in two years for only such of the employces of the subordinato 
staff as have to do outdoor work , providor that if within such period the mbrella 
becomes unserviceable a new umbrella should be provided . As regards the 
other items we would apply our decision in the award referred to and we direct 
As follows : cnch incmber of the subordinate staff should be supplied with at 
least two sets of uniforms (consigting of 1 coat or dagla , one pair of trousers 
and one head wear ) every year, provided that if any of those sets or articles 
becomes ungerviceablo within the year it should be replaced by a new bat or 
article . 

As regards the demand for canteens and tiffin rooms, Shri Chandrakant 
Sheth has stated that the Bank of Baroda has provided a canteen ot its head 
office at Barod , and he has asked for the provision of similar canteens in all 
the branches or at any rate the provision of a room and some furniture at each 
branch . Shri Daphtary on behalf of the said bank has stated that certain 
branches have only 2 , 3 or 4 clerks and that the employees, where no canteen 
is provided , go home for lunch . Outside Baroda the bank has 25 clerks and 
10 peons at its Navsari branch but at other places the total number of employees 
at any place is less than 28 . Shri Singh of the Punjab Nationol Bank states 
that his bank has one branch at Baroda where there is no room available , and 
Shri Tijak on behalf of the United Commercial Bank and Devkaran Nanji 
Bank has stated that in none of the branches of the banks which he represents 
are there more than 12 employees , except that at one branch the United Com 
mercial Bank has 15 clorks.. We direct that where a cantoen exists it should 
continue and that elsewhere where A branch bas 26 employees or more , in 
cluding the subordinate staff, the bank shall provide a room with the necessary 
furniture to the employees where they can have lunch during the mid -day 
recess. We do not think any other directions are necessary . 


As regards the other demands we direct that the provisions of our rhain 
awaa in the dispute referred to us by the Central Government on the 19th 
June 1941), so far as they relate to such demands, shall apply.

In the Association s statoment 
of “ laims it has been demanded under sub - clause (Iv ) of issue No 2 that tho 
CNHOA of candidates who were recruited for the posts of junior officers or in 
whose cal4e* definite promise had been modo or those who are actually doing 
the work that is considered as equivalent to an officer s work in the bank should 
immediately be promoted to junior officers rauk irrospective of Vacancies . The 
bank contended that these casA4 blould not be considered by the Tribunal ut 
ull oi , many event , under issue No 2, because (1 ) 146UC No 2 is n general 
18A116 and ( LSHY of individuals cannot be considered under it , and ( 2 ) the cases 
are not industrial disputes inasmuch as the demand is not for promotion to 
any higher grade applicable to workmen but to promotion to the officers 
cadre which is outsido the scope of Industrial Disputes Act . During the hearing 
we expressed the opinion that there was considerable force in the contention 
of the bank and Mr. P . R . Son appearing on behalf of the Association statod 
that ho prelerred to proceed with these 19504 wuler issue No 18 Mr. Sen 
stated that there was an agreement on 10 :3 1947 between the bank suid the 
employers with regard to the class fortion of the employees , m , ils to who 
should be others and that this classification His to be made by he managh 
ment provided that before finnlisation the representntives of employees were 
consultert Tho ſinglisution was not done and out of tho 8 CARON two cases , 
Vlz . , those ol Auloko Hutan Ganguly and Akhil Chandra D£19 , Art put up by 
the employees for sclection to the grade of officore Mr P . R Sen mudo an 
application for CIAS-Cxnmination of some of the officers of the bank with 
reforence to the l emarhs made by them on the 16 presentation made by the 
employees. Wo rejected the application , we have given our careful considera 
tion to the remarks in dealing with each case , as well as the arguments advanced 
by the parties , on the footing that they are cases of victimization , 

Ashoke Ralan Ganguly His present designation is an 1185 stant at the 
hond office of the link IIe is an M . A in Economics with Statistics als special 
subject and he wila appointed on 2 - 1- 46 . His pirment emoluments are Rs. 88 
and Rs. 30 As derniego allowanc , i.e ., Rs. 110 per month His oluim is for pio 
motion to the junioi olliver s mink and tho basis of his claim is that at the timo of 
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recruitment he was taken in under the Graduate Apprentice Training Scheme 
and he was told that a statistics department would be opened and he would be 
placed as an officer in the said department us he had special training in the 
subject . On 4 . 4 . 1946 at the time of confirmation he made an application for 
qonfirmation as an officer and the superintendent who wus in charge put his 
note on the upplication that he was satisfied with his work and that he should 
be appointed an officer after six months training in all departments , and this 
proposal was also approvod by the Manager . At this time the Emloyees 
Association was formed and separate grades for officers and assistants were 
introduced. Th13 employee was on leave when the question of his designation 
was discussed . The manngement stated that a further note would be put on 
his file , that necessary orders would be passed after three months of his rejoining 
and that he would be promotod it his service continued to be satisfactory . At 
that time the Association demanded that he should be pronoted under any 
circumstances . On his return from leave when this employee made in upplica 
tion for rocognition as an officer his claim was rejected on the ground of want 
of vacancy , although several officers were thereafter appointed from time to 
time. He wus alloblod dutios which are given to officers and during the ubsence 
of officers he used to do thcir work .

The bank s case is that there is no such scheme as Graduate Apprentice 
Training Scheme" . He was recruited to the clerical cadre and 
in his appointment letter it was stipulated clearly that his future increments 
would depend on the directors , and it was also stipulated that he would have 
to pass thc C . A . 1. 1. 13 . examination within four years from the date of his 
uppointment , but lic fuiled to do so . Notes put up by Ollivers are nothing but 
suggestions and such notes are strictly conſidential. As there is a heavy sur 
plus staff of officers there is an urgent need for retrenchment in that cadre 
and in the Association s statement of claims they havo demanded that the 
proportion of officers should not exceed 18 per cent . of the combined staff . 
The progent proportion is 23 per cent. It is , therefore not possible to make 
any recruitment in tho cadre . After considerable discussion the bank accepted 
the suggestion of Mr. P . R . Sen to put him into tho officer s grade as soon as 
the next vacancy courredi , providod he was not in the meantime guilty of any 
misconduot. No further direction , therefore , is called for. 

Akhil Chandra Das. He is an assistant in the Accounts Department at 
the head office . He is a graduate , having been appointod on 28 - 8 - 1946 and 
his present emoluments are Rs. 180 plus Rs. 30 dearness allowance The 
kolaim is for recognition as a junior officer . On 8 -4 - 1945 he made an applica 
tion to the Dacca branch manager for appointment as a junior officer and on 
28 - 1 - 1946 he was appointed a junior officer and was asked to join on 1 - 9 - 1948 , 
but could not join on account of his illness . He met the Managing Director 
and agked for renewal of his appointment and requested him to post him to 
Calcutta . On the basis of the original application fresh appointment letter 
was issued on the 25th March 1946 offering him the same terms but appoint 
ing him as an assistant. It is stated on his behalf that when he approached 
the superintendent in charge about his dosignation the latter had said that it 
was only mistake in typing and that he was absurod that at the time of 
his confirmation after three months he would be confirmed as an officer. He 
has been doing supervisory work . Tho bank s case in that he was appointed 
assistant on condition that his future increments would depend upon the 
directors and that he would have to pass the C . A . I. I. B . examination within 
five years . He has not passed the examination . The bank is not aware of 
the alleged explanation given by the superintendent in charge regarding his 
designation ; neither is the bank bound by it nor is it possible for the bank to 
verify that statenent as the superintendent has left the bank . No ovidence 
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has been produced before us regarding the assurance and even if such an 
assurance , as leged , was given by the superintendont in charge we would 
have boen constrained to hold that it did not bind the bank . We do not think 
that this is a case of victimization al all , and no order is called for. 

Blnweswar Son . - Fle is an unsistunt ut the houd offico in the Foreign Bills 
Department and is a graduate . He was appointed on 2nd November 1945 and 
is getting at present Rs. 80 plus Rx , 30 as dearness allowanco . His demand 
is for recognition as a junior officor . It is urged on his behalf that he was 
recruiled under the Graduate Apprentico Training Scheme and was given the 
definite assuranco that he would bo confirmed as an officer . He has beon 
doing responsiblo work and the appointing officer made a note on his appoint 
mont letter that he would be placed as the supervisor in the Current Account 
Departmont. The bank s case is that there is no buch schere as Graduate 
Apprentice Training Scheme, that in his appointment letter dated 4th 
October 1945 it was clearly statod thnt on tho cxpiry of the probationary period 
be would be taken on the staff of the bank as an assistant and that he accepted 
Flint offer by his letter dated 9tlı October 1945 . There is no evidence before 
LI« about the assurance given or that there was a binding contract between 
the parties . On the facts of the cand we do not think it is a care of victimize 
tion . We cannot interfore . 

Chandra Bhusun Tewary . He is an assistant at the Maniktolla branch . 
He was appointed on 9th January 1944 and his present emoluments are Rs. 96 
plu8 Rs. 30 AS doarness Allowance . His claim is for recognition 46 a junior cfficer . 
His case is thụt he worked in charge of the deposit section at Giridih and was 
doing supervisory work . Then he way transferred to Kodarma to do the work 
of a passing officer . He was at that time recommended by the internal auditors . 
for being appointed as an officer . On 25th February 1947 the head office made 
enquirios in these terms: " In view of recommendations made by the internal 
auditors we would like to know if your branch requiros a checking officer ; if so , 
Sj. Tewary niay be appointed as a passing officer with a power limit upto 
Rs . 2 ,500 for smooth work of your branch " . On 1st March 1947 the Giridih 
office recommended his case and he continued to do the work as a passing 
officer. He was transferred from Giridih to Maniktolla where he has not been 
assigned any fixed kind of work . The bank s case is that he was never promoted 
to the position of on officer. By the letter of the 25th February 1947 the head 
office suggested to the Giridih branch the conferment of certain passing powers 
on him . The word “ passing officer " was used loosely in that letter, as prior to 
July 1947 there was no officers cudre of that designation . But the suggestiou 
was not accepted by the Giridih branch and he was not given the passing powers . 
The Giridih branch inanager pointed out the orror to the head office . The 
head office advised the Giridih brunch to treat the previous instructions 28 
cancelled . From the lettor written by the employeo himself on 17th March 1947 
it would appear that the suggestion was not given effect to . The letter from 
Tewary is as follows: 
" I havo just coinc to learn that you have been pleased , under your 

letter No. 8GH / 154 datod 25th February 1947 to confer upon me 
the power to pass choques and vouchors upto Rs. 2 , 500) with 
immodiate effect . I cannot but convey my heartfelt thanks to you 
for the recognitiou you lave pleased to take of my honest und 

faithful service. 
" Howevor, Tregret much to have to bring to your kind notice that 

although soina tiine lius elupsed since the above order has been 
passed , I have neither yet been informed officially of the fact nor 
allowed to implement the terni of the order . 
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" As such I would humbly request your honour kindly to do the needful 

in the matter at your carliest convenience . 
It has been allegod on bis behulf that he was in fut a junior officer and his 
claim for recognition us such should be upheld and that he has been in fact 
degraded ab uristant . The latter, however , destroys his own cune . It seunis 
to us that the bank s cube is true . He was not given any powers and the 
suggestion made in the letter of the 25th February was ourcellod . We do not 
think that this 18 a case of degradation and accordingly we make no order. 

Prithwi Nath Gupta . - - Hin prenent designution is al Assistant at the 
Hazaribagh branch . He was appointed on 1st May 1940 und his prosent 
emoluments ure Rs. 100 plus Rs. 30 Agdearness allowance. He claimed 
promotion to the Junior officer s grace, the rouson for the demand being that 
since 1943 bu hud been passing cheques , etc ., upto Rs. 1, 000 and doing all the 
work of a supervisor. From l ebruary 1949 when the Accountant of the 
Huzaribugh branch was transferred to Calcutta , the work of the wocountant of 
the brulich fell upon hin , und although he has been a de facto supervisor for 
6 years and branch accountant for one year he has not been recognised as an 
officer and no Hxtra roin nerution has been given , although he made several 
roprosentations to the authorities . The bunk s case is that he wila An assistant 
and in small branches it uguully 30 happens that assistants aro granted passing 
powers, Huzaribagh was a small branch and dul not require the services of two 
officers . After the bank rotund the scale of puy he asked for, he was kept in 
the grude of an agislant as before Thereupon he anche un application on the 
Brd August 1947 in which he stated thut having been in the bank s service for 
Bomo years and having done responsible work throughout his career he had 
expected that he would be given higher pay when there wus i revision in the 
scale of pay . The head ottice in reply stated that no revision was possible and 
further that tho conferment of signug power did not carry with it the designation 
of a junior officer . We do not think that this is a ( 84 ) ol victimization und 
no order is called for. 

Subodh Chandra Bose - He is an unsistant at the Dacou brauch . He was 
Appointed in January 1936 and his present emoluments Are Rs. 125 plus Rs. 90 
dourness allowance . He damnands to be rocoguised AS Junior officer . The 
rellson for tho demand is that he hus been in the service of the bank for 19 years 
and that since May 1948 ha las been doing the work of an accountant with all 
normal powers granted to the previous branch accountant He holds a power 
of attorney and he offreistes during the absence of the brancli munger. Ho 
inude a representation to tho bank without any effect. Tho bank s Cube is that 
ho is an assistant wilh joint signing powers . The more fort that he has been 
granted signing powers dous not ontitle an unsistant to promotion to officer s 
grude . Iliy vase is similar to thut of Mr. Prithwi Nath Guptau of Ilu zaribagh , 
After partition the business of the Daccele branch declined and it did not require 
the services of two ollicery , and , thorctore , nothing could be done for him , We do 
not consider this to be A CUNE of victimization and do not make any order . 

Anil Das Gupta - IIc is all assistant at the houd othcc of the bank fle is 
un M . A . in Economics with Statistics als his special subject and alyvu Bachelor 
of Law . He was appointed on 20th Murch 1940 and his present cawluwents 
ure 128 . 132 - 8 -0 plus Rs. 30 deurness allowance. lIo wants to be promoted to 
the junior officers grude and his claim is based on the fruct that at the time of 
recruitment, the bank proposed to train him and send him as manager for the 
contemplated Darjeeling brunch . As the branch way not opened Das Gupta 
continued to be an assistant. He has from the very start bren given responsible 
work which used to be done before by experienced officers , and he officiates in 
pluce of officers in their absence. The bunk disputes all the allegutions of fact 
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which form the basis of his claim with regard to recruitinent, training , opening 
of the Darjeoling branlı or officiating for officers in charge and has stated that 
his duties are purely of a clerical nuture . In any event this is not d case of 
victimization and we make no order . 

Ranjit Canyuli. ~ He is posted at the head office as an assistant He was 
appointed in T ebruary 1935 and his present emoluments are Ks. 192 plus Rs. 90 
dearness ullowance . His demand is for recoguition as a junior officor, The 
busis of his claim is that sinca 14th February 1949 he was entrusted with work 
of a supervisory nuture and that clerical duties are being no longer ansigned to 
him . He is a very old employee of the bank and has great organizational 
cupacity which is recognised by the bank . The bank in jeply states that it 18 
the practice to ontrust senjor assistants with cortain cheching and passing powers , 
thut Ganguli was given siel powers in accordunce with such practice , and that 
that cannot be the basis of a claim for promotion as an oliocr . This is not a 
cuse of victimization and no order need bo mado. 


BUARAT BANK LIMITLI) 


7 . K Panulle , M . M . Nuth , Rambun Roy , Amar Nath Khura, Ram Deo 
Singh . - - Thu Bharut Bank Employers Association filed the above CHRAS . 
Notices were 168uel on the 19th November 19949 and on the 28 November the 
Association filed an application stating that they were not going to take up the 
gaid cases as the m agenent had redrossed their grievances . Ajoint 
application to that offect wuis filed on the 30th November that the matter had 
boen arnivably settled on the terms contained therein and the parties did not 
want to proceud further . 

No order is necessary . 


R . Subha lao. -- In this case the craployca sulmitted an application dated 
the 19th April 1950 stating that he had settled his dispute with the Bharat 
Bank Limited and withdrawn all allegations and Caims made his petition 
dater the 18th March 1950 . Wc, therefore , do not make any order . 

( ENTRAL BANK OF INDIA , TIMILD 
Sukumar Mulleek — IIe states that he is a graduate and is of 254 year of 19c . 
He was appointed cushier for Bungoro o in July 1947 und belonged to the 
perinnent staff . On the 30th April 1949 tho bunk served him with three 
mouths nolire turninating his service without assigning any ribbon Hr had 
deposited 4c ( ully of RA. 15 , 000 with the bank and tough he handed over 
charge of his olfice the bank his riot refunded the same. He asks for vither 
reappoinment in any capacity befitting hun or return of the security at an early 
data . The banh s ( OHC is that he was appointed ng cashier of the Balasore office 
on his agreeing to deposit, a Cash security of Rs. 15 ,000 Ho deposited a cash 
security of Rs. 10 , 000 but not being in 1 position to lodge the furthor sum of 
Rs. 5 ,000 in cash tilie bank agreed to nucepi Alien on the cash cortifientes of 
his uncle Mr. M . G . Chakrivarty who stood gurety for him for Rs. 5 ,000 . 
Later on within a yeur Mullich wartod the bank to releasc this lien which the 
bank agreed to do if he furnished a fidelity guaranthe insurance policy for 
Rs. 10 , 000 in lieu thereof at his own cost till he wils able to furnish Rs . 5 ,000 
in cash inaking up the total Rs 15 ,000 . IIo refused to comply with this 
suggestion . Thereafter the bank agreen to pay the premium for the fidelity 
guarantee policy as also a special increment if he entered into an agreement 
of service for a periori of 5 years but he declined to enter into such an agreement . 
In the circuinstances the bank was not prepared to continue him in corvice and 
gave him rotice and paid sulary for the notice period . His sccurity deposit has 
already been paid to him , 
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*** There is hardly any dispute on the facts . It does not appear to us that this 
is a case of victimizution . Mullick wanted reinstatement or in the alternative 
the return of his security but as the security has already beon returned no 
further order is necessary . 

Ravi Kumar Chatterjee . — He was appointed a cashier on 5th December 1941 
at Nutanganj, Burdwan , under an agreement which provided that his serviço 
was terminable on three months notice . He furnished security for Rs. 10 ,000 . 
His case is that he was asked by the sub - agent Mr. S . K . Das, with whom 
there was somo misunderstanding, to take charge of the new offices at Bolpur , 
Kulti and Raniganj in addition to his own duties and furnish a further gocurity 
of Rs. 5 , 000 for the purpose . He was threatened that if he failed to accepta 
the new responsibilities, it might go against his service career . He took leave 
to arrange for the further security and when ho joined duty on the 8th July 1946 
he was called upon to explain his abgence without leave and he was rudely 
taken to task . He then tendered his resignation with an explanation . He was 
forced to make over charge on the 9th August 1947 and he , therefore, claims 
three months pay for being discharged without notice as also the bonus for the 
period . He states that the sub -agent was vindictive and he cited an instance of 
a short credit of Rs. 4 ,000 that was detected in the account and the same was 
realised from him wrongfully . 

The bank s case is that on the 26th June 1946 he agreed to take up the 
responsibility of the cash department of the new Bolpur office that was proposed 
to be opened and deposit a further cush socurity of Rs. 5 ,000 . On the 26th 
June 1940 he took leuva for one day to arrunge for the security deposit for the 
cashiership of the said office leaving the chargo of his department to the care 
of the assistant cashier appointed under his guaranteo . He remained absent 
for several days without obtaining leave or giving any intimation and be resumed 
his duty on the 6th July 1946 , when explanation with demanded from him 
for his absence from the 27th June 1946 to the 5th July 1946 . The explanation 
given by him was not considered by the bank to be satisfactory and he submitted 
his resignation which was accepted . On account of his unsatisfactory behaviour 
and shortage of cash in his charge the bank itself was thinking of dispensing with 
hig services , but as no suitable arrangement could be made he was allowed to 
continue till the 9th August 1947, when a new cashicr was appointed and he was 
relieved of the bank s service on the 1st September 1947 . He continued to work 
after submitting his resignation without asking to be relieved and without 
withdrawing his resignation and , therefore , the question of paying his threo 
months salary in lieu of notice did not arise . As to the statement that 
Rs. 4 ,000 was wrongfully realised from him , the bank states that Messrs . 
Banwarilal Panja & Sons informed them that Rs. 4 , 000 had been accepted by 
him under his signature and bank s seal but that this had not been credited 
to their account . ( hatterjee was asked to explain and he stated that he did not 
deny his responsibility for the shortage of Rs. 4 , 000 and instructed the bank 
to pay the amount to the party concerned and debit his socurity deposit account 
and accordingly this was done The bank treated him very leniently becauso tho 
matter regarding the shortage of Rs. 4 ,000 was a serious one and in the ordinary 
course tho matter should have been made ovor to the police, which might have 
cauged it good don ) of trouble to him . The bank offered to pay the withheld 
amount of his bonus being three months salary if he expressed regret for the 
remarks which he had made against the sub -agent , but he refused to do so . 

From the above statements submitted by the parties it appears that there 
is no dispute with regard to the facts that he submitted his resignation on the 
8th July 1946 but that the resignation was not accepted and that he was allowed 
to continue in office till the Ath August 1947 and relieved of the bank s service 
on the let September 1947 . The reason for this delay in relieving him in stated 
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by the bank to be that no suitable urrangement ( ould be made for his substituto 
till then . It is clear, therefore , that the bank allowed him to work for over Ą 
year since the dato of his resignation because it did not suit it to relieve him 
in the absence of a substitute . In the circumstances we feel that he would 
clearly be entitled to notice or in any event the payinent of three months phy 
in lieu of potice The bank appreciated that he wils entitled to the bonus for 
the year 1947 huing three months salary . We cannot see how that right can ba 
forfeitod by imposing a condition that he must express regret for the remarks 
which he is alleged to bave made against the Hub - agent We, therefore , direct 
paymont by the bank of the amount of bonus and the salary for three months 
in lieu of notice within 15 days of the publication of this award . We aro not 
inclined to express any opinion as to the rights of the bank in deducting the 
amount of Rs. 4 ,000 out of the security deposit. We do not feel that this is a 
caso in which we could make an order for reinstatement. 


Prohash Lal Gera — The application of Prakash Lal Gern was taken up for 
consideration at Patnn on the 26th September 1949. As the bank s represen 
tative was not roady the matter was adiourned and directions were given from 
time to time about the hearing of this application . By his letter of 14th January 
1950 Gora , informed the Tribunal that he was reappointed and he had nothing 
further to represent in the matter . In the circumstances no order is made . 


HABIB BANK LIMITED 


Appliontion by the Habib Bank Employees Union , Calcutta re . Interim 
relief. — The Tubuma by its award dated 2nd December and published in the 
Gazette of India dated the 31st December 1949, grunted interim relief to the 
employees of gevon banks in group C , excluding the ( ornillo Banking Corpo 
ration . Tho relief granted is contained in paragraph 10 of the award which rung 
An follows : " We direct that the total emoluments of a workman should not be 
less than those under the award relating to the Hindustan Commercial Bank , 
the difference between the total emoluments at present being earned and those 
awarded , if the latter be greator, being the interim relief to be given . The 
work men of the said geven banks of this group (omitting the Comilla Banking 
Corporation ) who are now getting more than the total of the emoluments 
payable under the said award should continue to get them " . With regard to 
the other bunks in group C where the employees did not demand interim relief, 
relief was granted as contained in paragraph 11 of the award where it was stated 
" thut at leust some minimul Acales of pay and dearness allowance should be 
fixed pending our final award in respect of the banks in group ( other than 
those mentioned in paragraph 10 above and cortaip minimal scales were nccor 
dingly fixed 


The employees of the Habib Bank who were in group C , in fact claimed 
interim relief by their application dated the 12th October 1949 and were also 
represented before the Tribunal but the name of this bank appears to have been 
inadvertently omitted from paragraph 9 of the award which enumerntes the 
different, banks whose employees applied for interim relief. They have been 
thus deprived of the benefits of interiin relief as under graph 10 of the 
award and became only entitled to it under paragraph 11 of the anal, malucly , 
Au to the minimal sendes . In their application they asked for a corection of tho 
uwad and claimed interim relief ns under paragraph 10 of the TV Hrid upto 
Foby 1950), hcu by it notifiention of the Government clated the 6th February 
1950 the bank was put in group B in Schedule 1 of the oriler dated the 13th June 
194 ) They have argried thnt fron March 1950 they should be entitled to 
into resells Lawsuced to the umploycos of the group B buntis 
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Mr. Mullick appearing for the bank states that he has no objection to interien 
relief being granted to the employees of the Habib Bank at the scale allowed 
to the seven banks mentioned in paragraph 10 of the award . By the consent 
of the parties , therefore, we direct that those employees shall be entitled to the 
same relief allowed in paragraph 10 of the said award , effeot being given to this . 
direction from the date with effect from which the suid award applies to the 
said seven banks. The employees also want that the interim relief as to banks . 
of class B should apply to this Bank and its employees with effect from the 
date on which the Government ordered this bank to be put in group B . On this 
point, however, there is no agreement betwcen the parties and we have no power 
to vary or interpret our award . The bank will of course be subject to the logal 
consequences of the said order , if any, As regards the relevant portion of the 
& Ward . 

HIND BANK , LIMITED 
Application by the Hind Bank employees, --- This is an application nude by 
the Hind Bank employecs requesting the Tribunul not to accept the statements 
and documents which were filed by the bark on the 12th May 1950 . On that 
date the bank addressed a letter marking Private & Confidential to the 
Chairman of the Industriul Tribunal dealing with the various issues covered by 
Schedule Il of the order of the 13th June 1949. It also enclosed certain tables 
showing the uverage salary of clerks, subordinates and officers and also the 
financial position of the bunk to prove that the working capital had been reduced 
and that as such it should not bo placed in group C of Schedulo I of tho order 
of the 18th June 1919 but sliould be pluced in a still lower category. On this 
application no order is necessary as the objections now urged will be considered 
in inaking our final award . 

IMPERIAL BANK OF INDIA (BENGAL CIROLE ) 
Forced retutient cares. In tho list of cases of victimization submitted by 
the Inperial Bank of India Indiun Staff Association , cortain specifio instancos 
have been given which huve been described as cases of " forced retiroment" . 
The complaint inade by Mr. Ghosc on behalf of the Association is that the bank 
reocntly introduced the practicu of making people retire on the completion of 
25 ycars service irrespective of their age. Under the rules of the bank the 
employees are cntitled to serve uptil the age of 55 yeurs or for 85 yoars . The 
result of the practice has been to deprive the employees of their right to carn 
their salary for a longer period , and get higher pension . Dr. Gupta on bohalf 
of the bank has stated that under rule 15 of the Pension Fund Rules un em 
ployoo becomes eligible for pension if he serves for 25 years and that under the 
rules in force at prosent le cun nerve for 30 years and not 95 . He has further 
stated that it is tho practice of the bank thut when an employce attains the 
pensionahla uşe , i.e ., when he served for 25 yours , his services were critically 
reviewed and if it is found that he has outlived his unofulness the bank asks the 
employee to retire on pension . In Bombuy Sir Jamshedji Kangu appearing on 
behalf of tho Imperial Bank stated that in Bombay Circle the practico wis that 
no employve as a rule would be asked to retire before he completed 50 years 
except in special cases when the band found that there were sufficient grounds 
for terrnination of his scrvices before that period . He did not say that after an 
employee had served upto the pensionable ago his services were critically ro 
viewod and steps wero taken in the manner stated by Dr. Gupta . Rule 28 of 
the Pension l und rulos lays down that all assistants shall retire at 55 years of 
age or upon the completion of 30 years service . Wo must, therefore , take it 
for our prcsent purposes that an employce is normally allowed to continue in 
service till his 55th your , and the old rules of alternative 35 years service has 
been replaced by 80 years service . In the circumstances if an employee is

asked to retire before he attains that uge it must be deemed to operate as & 
punishmont and the bank must how that there were reasonablo grounds for 
dispensing with his silvices before time and that the employee W & B appraised 
of those grounds and had an opportunity of showing cause us to why his ser 
vices should not be terminated before time. When these conditions are not 
complied with we shall be inclined to hold that the cases in which the em 
ployees have been asked to retire before 65 should amount to victimization . 
In the light of these observatious , we shall consider the specific cases mention 
od below . 

TD. ( haturvedi . He was appointed at Lucknow branch on the 20th 
October 1924 On the 27th January 1949 the local board of the bank resolved 
that he should be called upon to submit his application for pormission to retire 
from the bank s services on the 20th October 1949 when ho would complete 25 
years pensionnblo service . It is not (114puted that he would be on that date 56 
years 8 months old . Shri Jyoty (thobo on behalf of the employee does not con 
tend that he has been forced to retiro but his complaint is that he had served in 
the Alliance Bapk for 6 years and 7 month , when that bank wus taken up by 
the Imperial Bank and he was nbsorbed in the acrvice of tho latter bank . 
Therefore , according to him , this period of 6 years and 7 months should be 
added to tho 25 years 7 months of his service which ho rendered to the Im 
perial Bank in calculating the amount of pension Dr. Gupta on behalf of the 
bank has drawn our attention to A circular issuer by the bank to all its officors 
dated tho 10th March 1921 in paragraph 2 of which it is stated " For tho pur 
poses of calculating service for pension and leave however , tho service of all , 
officerse and others , shall be taken as commencing from the date on which the 
whole time gervices of the employees concerned were availed of by this bank ; 
the date of such omploymont should be carefully recorded by you in your Ser 
vico Record Book . " This circular appears to be one which was issued by the 
bank in connection with tho appointment of the employees of the Alliance Bank 
who wore to be absorbed in the service of the Improuin Bank It jy furthor 
pointed out by Dr. Gupta that the ( nployee became entitled to be member 
of the pension fund only from the 20th October 1921 when he joined the scr 
vico of the bank . In the circumstances he would not be entitled to ask for his 
6 years 7 months service in the Alliance Bank to be idded up to liis wliole time 
service in the Imperial Bank for the purposes of calculation of pension . Mr. 
Jyoty Ghose has drawn our attention to paragraph of the circular which 
states : “ Emploveen , officers and others whose l espective agram at thn dato 
of appointment exceed 40 years , but do not expect 4.7 vel may at their option 
join the bank a pepsion fund * * * " According to him this rule 
entitles the employon to A ponsion if he joins between 40 and 45 years of age ; 
that would be inconsistent with rulc 15 of the Pension Fund rules which re 
quires 25 years service unless this paragraph was intended to give these em 
ployees of the Alliance Bank the benefit of the period of their service in that 
bank in caloulating 25 years service in the Imperial Bank . It is not for us to 
consider whether there is any inconsistency in the circular and the rule and it 
there is , what would be its effect. It has not been shown on his behalf . that 
any other former employco of the Alliance Bank has been given the benefit of 
this interpretation of the circular and the rule . If that was so and if he was the 
only person denied of this benefit we might have taken the view that he has 
been victimized. But there is nothing on tho record from which we can see 
that this came is one that is different from others and we cannot, therefore , gay 
that he has heen victimizod and that this case calls for our intorference. The 
question whether by reason of the fact that he is a sub -accountant d belongs 
to the supervisory staff we have no jurisdiction need not be considèreti , because 
considering the merits of the application we do not propose to make any order . 
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11814 Chandra Roy . „ On the 30th of March 1948 the officiating Chief A . 
countant uddressed a lotter to him suying that owing to his aulyticed year s 
Having a leleterious effect on his daily duties ho should submit his Application 
for retirement from the bunk s service as from the 1st of January 1949 when he 
wou ll have completed more than 27 years service . Ho had joined the servico 
of the bunk on the 21st February 1921 and put in 28 years 1 month and 8 days 
SAVICO on the 3194 Mirch 1949 including 3 months lonta preparatory to retire 
mont which was granted to him with effect from the 1st January 1949. In ita 
statement the bank states thut he was 544 years of age on the 1st April 1949 
and had over 28 years pengionuble service to his credit. The bank was obvi 
oUNly referling not to the age of the emplo ; ee but to the period of service when 
he was called upon to retire . He would , nucording to the view we have ( K 
pressed , be ordinarily entitled to work upto September 1949 when he completes 
55 veurs and it he would Lave been allowed to do that he would have to his 
credit 1 few months more service and would probably be entitled to a pro 
portion to increase of pension . He was deprived of earning that by being 
mude to rat re . In reply to the officiating (" hief Accountant s letter of the 30th 
March 1948 le stated in follows : " I am physically perfectly fit to carry on my 
daily duties to the satisfaction of my superior officers and to prove this I ain 
propared to undergo any tangible test for your satisfaction . In his letter of 
the 22nd November 1948 addressed to tho Secretary and Treasurer of the Im 
periul Bank he stated , “ In obedience to the wishes of the Chief Accountant I 
beg to submit herewith my application for retiroment from the bank s service 
us from 1st January 1949 . As this is n case of premuture retirement, 1 beg 
to request you that a period of six months be granted to me as leave prepara 
tory to retirement on full pay " . This request was not granted by the bank but 
he wus granted 8 months leave with full pay preparatory to retirement which 
took him upto the Bist of March 1949. It appears from bis service record that 
he took sick leave only for 4 months and 3 days and privilege leave for 10 months 
and 22 days during the whole tenure of his Arvico . In the memorandum 
dated the 1st January 1949 recoinmending his onse for sanction to retire and to 
grant of pension tho Secretary and Treasurer did not mention that his advanced 
ngo wus having a deleterious effect on his daily duties. On the contrary it was 
stated that he hnd it matisfactory servico record. In the circumstances we are 
not prepared to hold that the roason why he was asked to retire before he com 
pleled 55 years of age was as alloged , vix , that his advanced age was having a 
deleterious effect or even if it was that the deleterious effect was such that he 
could not have been allowed to serve for a few months more from April to 
September 1949 . We, therefore , dirent that he be paid within a fortnight of 
the publication of this award his full galary and allowance from April 1949 upto 
Sopteinber 1949 minus any amount paid to him in respect of the said poriod as 
pension or otherwise , and that he should be paid wuch amount of pension us ho 
would have beon entitled to if he had been in service till September 1949 , Any 
arrears due in respect of past pension being also payable within a fortnight of 
tho publication of this award . 

Monindra Nath Ohattorjee. - HIC joined the bank s service on the 3rd January 
1921 as a steno -typist and had a satisfactory service record , un it appears from 
the memorandum submitted to the Local Board by the Secretary and Treasurer 
on the 5th of July 1948. It appears that he was permitted to retire from the 
bank s borvice with offect from the 3rd October 1948 , being given 3 months 
leave on full pay preparatory to retiroment . His age on the date of retirernent 
was 50 years when he had to his credit 27 year s ind 9 months of service. The 
Indian Staff Association in tho list submitted to us described this case as one of 
forved retirement but during the hearing the case made with that he had not 
been paid dearnega Allowance , stenographer s allowance and house allowance 
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during the period of the said 9 months leave . With reference to the case made 
during the hearing Dr. Gupta has drawn our attention to a resolution of the 
Central Boud Comunittee passed on the 5th April 1948 which runs as follows : 
“ The proposed new dearness allowance is payable to employoes on ordinary 
leave , sick louve ( inclusive of special leqve) and furlough other than leuve (in 
cluding furlough ) preparatory to retirement! Mr, Jyoty Ghose contended that 
this resolution was in contravention of the award of Mr. S . 0 . Chakravarty 
notified on the 22nd December 1948 but we do not find anything in the said 
award which supports Mr. Ghose s contention . The bank in its letter dated 
12-8 - 1948 addressed to him stated that the practice of the bank was not to pay 
bouse allowance during the period of leave preparatory to retirement and there 
was no reason why an exception should be mado in his case. His claim for 
Rs. 20 for stenographer s allowance was also contested . Considering tho facts 
of the case and material before us , we do not think that this is a case of victi 
mization . We, therefore , make no order , 


Badri Prasad . -- He was called upon to retire before he attained 65 years . 
The bank s case is that in December 1947 he was reported to be incapable of 
performing his duties owing to old age. As he was qualified for a pension in 
July 1948 and as ho was incapable of carrying on the dutios of a head mensen 
ger , tho district Manager of Kanpur wus instructod to call upon him to rotire in 
July 1948 . But ho represented that he would complote 25 years pensionublo 
servico in October 1949 , and in these circumstances the bank permitted him to 
continuo until the 22nd October 1949 when he was to completo 27 years pen 
sionable service . He would then be of 52 years 11 months old . Thero is nothing 
before us to show that he was incapable of performing his cuties excepting the 
gtatoment of the bank . Thut report was in December 1917 but he wus allowed 
to continue in the service of tbe bink till the 22nd October 1949 , that is , till two 
years after the report. We do not see that any case has been made out by the 
bank to show why he should have been called upon to retiro on the 22nd October 
1949 except on the ground that he had completed 25 years pensionable service . 
This is roti, in our opinion , a sufficient ground . Mr. Ghoso has stated that no 
charge was made against hiin nor any explanation taken from him about the 
alleged deterioration of his work , Dr. Gupta states that he bas not been retired 
but he has been kept in service pending the dispute before the Tribunal. The 
service record produced shows that for sometime his work was good and later 
on it was fuir and , therefore , there has been , according to Dr. Gupta , a pro 
greggivia deterioration . We are unable to uppreciate the statement made on a 
report about him that in December he was incapable of performing his dutica , 
In tho absence of any satisfactory evidence as to his alleged incapability wo 
are unable to see any reason why he should be called upon to retire . We 
therefore , direct that the oriler of the bank calling upon him to retire on the 
22nd October 1949 should not be given effect to . 

Abdul Razak Khan . — He was a head mossenger at tho Bareilly branch , 
having been appointed on the 11th May 1923 and confirmed in May 1926 . He 
had to his credit 20 yeary Carvice from the state of his appointinent and 29 
years from the date of confirmation . He 79 55 years old . Tho complaint in 
this case is that he has been reprived of the dourness allowance and bonus dur 
ing the 3 months leave during Juno, July and August, which was described in 
his application & leave preparatory to retirem it. Thu bank s cose is that 110 
buch Allowance is granted for leave prepuriort to retirement. Dr. Gupta urges 
that he having admitted in his application tliis leave as leave preparatory to re 
tirement he is not ontitled to the allowance The only point that has buen takeu 
by Mr. Ghose for the employee in that privilege leave was due to him and thut 
he being an illiterste person , the application being in English , it was drafted by 


for the hearted . We, theparatory tsround that we was due het 


gome one else , so that he did not understand the implicutions of tho words leave 
preparatory to retirement buving any hverse effect on his claim to the ullou - 
ance and the bank should not take advantage of this frot. We do not think that 
in the circumstances of the caso when privilege lenvo win due he should be 
deprived of the allowance merely on the ground that in his application he admit 
ted that the leave W24 One preparatory to retirouent for which no such allow 
AUCOB are granted . We, therelore , direct that whutever allowances were due to 
him for these throc months should be paid to him within a fortnight from the 
date of the publication of this awarri. 

$ . D . Swaini -- This is a case of alleged forced retirement. Ilis Camo is thut, 
on 5 -1 - 1948 he rhucived a nicmorandum from the bank ng follows : 

" As you have completed 25 years of pensionable servire you are called upon 
by the District Manager , Kanpur, to put up your application for retirement " . 

He w114 50 Vauls ob 1.90 at that time and lie made reprosentations to the 
bank for coutumation of 114 Nervice for the usual lengtlı of 10 yea " O up to 
the age limit of 55 years , but the bank did not pay any heed to such reprimenta 
tion and coerced him , by withholding his leave salary " to sigui an application 
for retirement in which he had to say that " as the bank has decided to retire 
him from their Hervice they inay do so " . In October 1948 the bank 
completo din pension pubers which lie refused to sign and the bank without 
his concurrence made him relile with effect from 6th November 1948 , grunting 
him three montı leave on full pay preparatory to retirsinent from 6th August 
1948 . 


He joined the yervice of the bank as a clerk in 1922 and was appointed 
A head clerk in 1942 ind Was given the powers of an ning sub - accountant . 
Fe Wits getting a lork s pay, tho inaximum of which was.Rs 180 plug Rs. 2 -8 -0 
per day for noting its sub - accom , tant. 

On behalf of the bank , objections have bacne taken to the jurisdiction of 
this Tribunal on the grounds thut he belongs to the supervisory staff which 
consists of officers , lountunts and acting sub -accountants , und tlint as such he 
18 not a workmin within the meaning of the Industrial Digputos Act. On 
the merit . the bank s Cree is that as he was unable to cope with the work 
Antrusted to him and reports about him were not fatisfactory and as he was 
ovei 50 vells of age and was to complete his 25 years of pensionable service 
shortly , he w19 rulled upon and made to retire with effect from oth November 
1948 , being granted three months leave with full pay preparatory to retira 
ment. 


In such casc4 , when a person has beon made to retire beforo he has com 
pleted 55 years of age , we have already hold that such rotiremont cannot bo 
enforced under the provisions of the bank s bye -laws and that if it is AO On 
forced the bank s action must be taken to be a form of punishment , for which 
there must be 11746liable grounds The bank s ground is that tho reports about 
him were not sutisfactory . It has been stated on liis bchalt , and this hus 
not been controverted , that he was not informed anything about the reports 
against him , 101 was any explanation called from him with regard to those 
reporty. On llus orowd itself we are inclined to hold that lie has been made 
to retira wrongly . In spite of objection on his behalf, we live looked into 
the conlidential l oporty date 6th Novembor 1946 , Docember 1947 and 2nd 
January 1948 The report of 6th November 1946 , is as follows : " Careful 
but rather slow workor. Eo is getting on in years now and he is rather 
nervous type His health also does not appear to have been good recently 
and though somewhat lacking in initiativo , he is a hard and willing worker . " 
The 1947 December report is as follows : " If possible transfer Mr. S D . 


Bwami and replace him by some Sub -Accountant who can put in better and 
harder work " . The rr port of 2nd January 1948 is as follows :

keep pace with indietro in work . 
Business capacity : Fair .

General Remarks : His work is satisfactory but he needs being remind 

ed what is to be donc . 
On this report the District Manager remarked . “ An ungatisfactory report . 
His shortcomings should be pointed out and he should be iustructed to eradi 
cato them as soon as possible , it lie wishes to be retained in h18 prosent 
gracle . The Agent was asked to submit a special report on this employee 
after 8 months 

No pacial report , in pursuance of tho above remarks by the Distriot 
Manager, appears to have been nurlo as no such roport has been produced be 
fore (18 . This last report does not appear to us to be onc , on which an em 
plovoo could be punished by compelling him to retire before he hall completed 
55 years 

ls to the preliminary objection about jurisdiction , his case was taken up by 
tho Union and wo hold , therotore , that this Tribunal has jurisdiction to deal 
with 99 caso . Accordingly we direct his reinstatemont within a month from 
the publication of this award and payment to him within the same period his 
salury and allowances from the time he was made to rotire , less any ainount 
which he hus drawn by way of pension . 

Kal Charan Mehra .- - This is a case of alleged forced retirement. The 
complaint is that he was called upon by the bank to submit an application to 
retne with effect from the 1st October 1948 when he would complete 25 
yearn of service On that date his age would be 40 years 8 months and ang 
such , under the rules of the bank , he could remain in service till he completed 
his 56 years 

T ho bank s case is that in February , 1948 in view of unsatisfactory rrports 
regarding his work and the fact that he would bo shortly Aarning his pension 
ho was callod upon to submit an application for permission to retire with effect 
from the 1st October, 1948 when he would complete 26 years and would be 
entitled to a ponsion He wild retired as from the 1st January 1949 , ufter 
having been granted three months leavo on full pay preparatory to retirement 
There having been some discrepancy in his statements with regard to his age , 
ho wis granteil an enhanced pension based on 272 yeury service aftor proof of 
his age was furnished . We have mypronged our vicw that normally an em 
ployee should be ontitled , according to the rules of the bank , to serve till he 
is 55 years of age , that if he is made to retiro before that age , it could be only 
by way of punishment and , that therefore , ho should be given an opportunity 
torripinin why he should not be made to retire From the statement of the 
bank , it is clear that he was made to retire by way of punishment on account 
of udbutisiactory reports against him On 141h February 1948 , in connection 
with his retirement, he inade an application to the Manuger , Kanpur district , 
stating that he was 47 years old and possessed good health , that he could

easily scrve tho bank for B or 4 years moro, and that ever since he had joined 
the service he had been no 

his duties to the intire satisfaction of the 
superiors . He further staunt that he was a poor mannd had a large family 
to maintain and that it would be impossible for him to I aintain the family with 
the small pension . The manager made a roport to the Decretary and Trennurec 
on the 21st February 1948 , enclosing the reprosentation made by him and his 
service report . In his said report he referred to the agent s opinion which is 
as follows : " Babu Kali Charan Mehra has been keeping indifferent health 
for the last two years and his work has been far from gatisfactory , also boing 
woak and infirm he is incapablo of any improvement due to his old age . I 
am of the opinion that instead of making him a drag on the rest of the staff 
ho shoull in his own interest as well as of the bank s be made to retire on 
proportionate pension aftor allowing him threo months leave preparatory to 
retirement . The Manager agreed with this vicw in the report . The Secro 
tary and Treasurer of the bank in his memorandum to tho Board dated the Srd 
January 1949 stated that Mehra had been instructed to submit his applicution 
for permission to retira , that although he had askod for extension of service he 
had been informed that such extension could not be granted and that he had 
been relieved of his duties on the 30th September, 1948 . It was further 
stated that in spito of the repeated instructions ho had not submitted any 
application for retiroinent nor had he returned the usual pension statement 
which had been sent to him for confirmation . The Secrotary and Treasurer 
also gave his opinion regarding his service record since 1942 . The service 
record shows that from 20th October 1942 to 2nd August 1944 , there were 
advorsc remarks against him and that at one time it was considered that he 
should be entitled to no increment unless his work attained the required 
standard In 1044 , froin 31st October 1944 , though the report about hin was 
fair it was stated ho was incapable of making an improvement . On 14th 
March 1945 , the report was satisfactory but from 1st November 1946 to 1st 
January 1948 , the roports were against him . Thore is nothing to show that 
theso adverse remarks made from time to time sinco 1942 upto 1948 were 
brought to his notice before he was asked to subrnit his application to retiro . 
But it is clear that on account of his inefficiency that the bank retired hiin as 
soon as he earned his pension . On the face of the reports , if any explanation 
had been asked for and if , after considering the explanation , the bank formed the 
opinion that he was so inefficient that he could not give useful service to the 
bank any longer , nothing could be suid by us in the case. However, we find 
that successive agents from 1942 to 1948 mude reports about his 192 ( EMCSA , 
it is difficult to conocive that he could live offered any satisfactory explanation : 
to show that he was not lazy or dull or lacking in initiative and not of the 
required standard , as stated in the different reports . 

In the circumstances we do not think that the failure to give the omployee 
all opportunity to explain his conduct is tutal in this cane and we are unable 
to direct reinstatement. In view , however , of the possibility that it he had 
been warned in time he might have made a serious effort to improve , wo would 
recommend to the consideration of the managunent, the payment of some 
compensation ; in our opinion , four months ay would be sufficient 
couipensation 
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Ron Dulari . — I lle complaint in this case is that he served as one of the 
subordinate staff for 22 years without being confirmed and he wils harassed by 
being transferred from branch to brunch . Tlie relief claimed in that it should 
be confirmed and the order for transfer cuncelled during the pendoncy of these 
proceedings . It is stated on behalf of the bank that he is al godown watahmin 
and belougs to the non - pensionable subordinate stuff and thut such cuplovces 
are not confirmed in the permanout staff as their reteution in sei vice dependis 


upon the continuance of the bank s advances against the respective godowns 
pledged with the bank . It was stated by Dr. Gupta on behalf of the bank that 
his casu wus similar to the case of Kebal Ram in the award of this Tribunal 
made on the 20th of February 1950 and published in the Gazette of the 18th 
of March , Dr. Gupta in thut case produced a circular showing thut godown 
durwally enjoyed the same privileges us pormanent non -pensionuble staff , 0 . g . , 
as to gratuity . Thoreupun , Mi. De appearing on behalf of the employee stated 
thut in that evont no ordor would be nooeksary and so the Tribunalmade no order , 
As the question of this category of persons being made permanent is being 
considered by us in our main award wo can only say that the question of Rum 
Dulari being made purmalient will be regulated by the directions given by us 
in that award . 


R . N . Srivastava . Ho joined the services of the bank in 1929 and held the 
post ot ugent at various places . Between 1944 and 1948 ho was the Agent of 
Muthuru brunch . His complaint is that he was summarily disruigsed without 
notice or without any explanation being culled for , on the ground of misconduct 
and wilful neglect of duty in connection with certain demand bills and cheques 
discounted by him while he was agent at Mathura . The banks forteiled his 
claim to the Pension Fund and withheld its contribution to the l rovident 
Tund . Ho has claiined 5 years pay and allowances and bonuses, etc ., amount 
ilig to ko . 64 , 200 and 10 years pension at the rute of Rs. 560 Lo month 
amounting to Rs. 43 , 200 , making a total sum of Rs. 1 ,07,400 . He has also 
claimed Rs. 50 ,000 toward damages for loss of prestige und honour . The bank 
has stated that he was given an opportunity to explain his conduct and his 
explanation was considered by the bank which made full enquiries into the 
matter and was satisfied with his misconduct and neglect of duty before 
dismissing him under the terms of tho Agreement and bye -laws of the bank . 
His claim to the pension fund and the bank s contribution towards the 
provident fund was forfeited under the rule of the fundy The bank also took 
A preliminary objection to the jurisdiction of this Tribunal on the ground that 
he was not workmin . 


Huving regard to the view tlut we have taken of the preliininary objection , 
it hne not been meccssary for us to go into the question on facts We have 
com lr the conclusion that this Tribunal has no jurisdiction to doal with this 
Case on the following grounds . Admittedly he is 911 officer in our l evjous 
uwari wa intertored in anges relating to an officer only when we were satisfied 
that the workmen took up the cause of wiich oficer and initiatedl u ( isputo with 
the employers , so that it became an industial dispute wthin the ineuning of 
Section 2 (h ) of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 Ju this case it appears 
that those wus ( orrespondence between him and the Governmeut , and on the 
14th September 1949 roplying to his letter th4 Under Ser utally to the ( tovern 
ment of India , Ministry of Finance stated that ho might , if he EC desired . 
upply directly to the All India Indust : inl Tribunal (Bunk Diaputes ) regurding 
his disin ssal. It does not appear thut before the publication of the order 
duted the 13th June 1949) there was any lispute beluead the work men und

the Tribunal. We shall be glad if you please take up the case of 
Shri Srivastava along with other victimization ( uses in Calcutta . " 


To the Tribunal the Indian Staff Association submitted a list of specific 
cases of victimization , but Mr. Srivastavu s Casc touinl no place in this list . 
Wha tho hoaring of the gencral issues in the main adjudication Win proccoding 
in Calcutta this letter of the 17th l ebruary 1950 was sent to the Tribunal and 
it is contended that by yo doing the Association should be deerned to have 
put this case ia tho said list His case was taken up on the 9th of Murch 1930 , 
by Mr. J . N . Majumdar at Calcutta when in the course of discussion regarding 
the objections as to jurisdiction , he cnquired of Mr. De, who appeared for the 
employee , whether in the absence of n proof that the workmon took up his 
cause, the Tribunal could hear the cuse without a fresh reference by Govern 
ment Mr. Do conceded that tho Tribunal had no jurisdiction without such 
reference . Thereafter on the 5th June 1950 , Mr Srivastava personally gent 
a reminder to this Tribunal, which was marked as the third reminder , to herir 
his ( ne on the ground that he was advisod by the Ministry of Labour , Govers 
ment of India , New Delhi, that no order of reference to tho Tribunal was 
necessary , as itern 18 of Schedulo II to the Central Government s Ordor , datod 
the 18th Juno 1949 specifically authorised the Tribunal to hear all victimivation 
cages which ure cited by the employees . Government obviously did not know 
that tho ejuployees had not cited his case at all and the ciroumstances inder 
which this case had been put in the list. The caso was again taken for hearing 
and the same question of jurisdiction was Aryned on his behalt hy 
Mr. Chowdhury , who conceded that there was no other evidence to prove that 
the workmon had taken up his case before or subsequi nt to 19th of June 1949 
except the letter of the 17th February 1950 , referred to above . He also con 
ceded that if the workmen had not taken his case , it would not amount to on 
industrial dispute and as such it would not be compotent for the Tribunal to 
deal with this case . He, however , faintly arguod , — that the letter of the 17th 
February 1950 , showed that the workmen took up his case in any Avont on 
that date and as such it became an industrial dispute . He further arguod thnt 
the order of the 13th June 1949 referred existing or apprehended dispute and 
as such this dispute , about which Government had previous knowledge was 
algo in their mind whon the mentioned apprchended dispute . Now the letter 
of the 17th February 1950 , in our opinion , does not prove that there had been 
a dispute between the staff association and the employer with regard to this 
caso . It was an intimation to the Tribunal that Srivastava hac authorised the 
Indian Staff Association , to represent his case before the Tribunal This was 
probably done in purported compliance with the provisions of wection 30 of the 
Industrial Disputes Aot . The words used . ...... ..has authorised us to represent 
his case are significant and connot , in our opinion , he construed to mean that 
the workmen had rased the diaputo with the employers regarding this care 
Under the ciroumstances , we must hold that the Tribunal could not deal with 
this case because he vas not a worlm77 and because the workinen did not 
raise any dispute with tho emplovers regarding his employment, non -einplov 
ment, otc ., within the meaning of indlustrial disputes , nor was it 101 nppre 
hondnd dispute 

Gonul Lal Sah . - H , VAS ? lthg /nnchi in the fronoury MAT office at Gonila 
from 3 - 1 Setember 1940 When another branch with opened at Bahraich he

Mr. H . K , Ghosh , counsel , appearing on behalf of this employee at Lucknow 
contended that his services could not be terminated unilaterally in view of the 
terms of the agreement betwdon him and the bank , and further that under 
rosulatio 60 mnde under section 22 of the Imperial Bank of Indirt Act the 
dismissug uuthority is the Central Bonrl And there wils nothing to show that 
the ugent had been authorised by the Central Board to dismiss him ; he con 
tended , therefore , that the dismissal was bad . It was further urged that rule 48 
of the Book of Instructions had not been followed , inasmuch as 10 explanation 
wis called for nor any report sent to the head office. It is not necessary for 
us to consider these contentions and decide the case on merits inusmuch as 
we accept the contention of tho bank that the Tribunal hag 10 jurisdiction . 
Ther is no question that he is not a workman . Having regard to the viow 
thnt wo have takon in other awards that if the workinen take up a case of a 
non -woikman it would constitute a valid industrial dispute and the Tribunal 
would have jurisdiction to consider the case , we could only intorfero if we 
WA" A satisfied that liis (EAA Wn9 No taken up Now it appears that the applic9 
tion was made by the employce personally 10 the Tribunal on the 3rd August 
1949). Thero is nothiug on the record to show that on or before that date the 
workicu took up bis cause . In the list, of cases whiclı was submitted by the 
Imperial Bank of India Indian Staff Association , regarding victimization his 
case was not mentioned . It was only when the Tribunal was hearing victimira 
tion cases ut ( Alcutta that it is mentioned by Mr. Jyoty Ghose for the 
As cc ition that this case might be also taken up along with other ( Ases and 
this case was ordered to be put in the list . This ( ESA was not taken up at 
Calcutt but at his requieat At Lucknow where lie apporred through counsel. 
The Imperini Bank of India Indian Staft Associntion did not take iny interest 
nor did it appear por did the bank appear After her in his ( 8740 nt Lucknow 
tho laring was adjourned to Calcutta with a view to honrmg the bank s reply . 
The Imperial Bank of India Indian Staff Association again did not rippuur . Tho 
Tribunal veut n telegram to his counsel Mr. Ghosh informning hini of the date 
of bearing to enable him lo uppear , if he was so instructed , to reply to the 
Cabe made out by the bank Mr Ghosh did not appear His crush not having 
been taken up by the Imperinl Bank of Iudiu Indian Staff Association at any 
relevant stage we must hold that his CASO does not rongtituto in industrial 
dispute and that tho Tribunnt has 110 jurisdiction to deal with this case . 


Behari Lal Sah , Harjut Singh , Har Dutt -- -In these cases we had already 
made our award which was published on the 18th of March 1950 . The bank 
having allowed them to continue in its service unless they themselves wished 
to rotire , vo directions were given by us . On the Brd March 1950 these cubes 
were again mentioned beforo us and Dr. Gupta appearing on I chalf of the 
bank suggestod that tho question of the ago of ratiroment Win A general issue 
and would have to be considered by this Tribunal. Ho urged that these cases 
might be mentioned again in the final award while considering that issue. We 
do not think it is necessary to say anything further except that their (ides will 
be regulatod by the terms contained in the final award . 


MODEL BANK OF INDIA, LIMITED . 
S . K . Chatterjee. - The claim is for payment of the banh contribution 
to the provident fund , amounting to Rs. 130 - 6 -() with interest 21 ( + per cent. 
Flis case is that he was serving the bank at the Rampurhat branch from April 
1945 to March 1949 wben his services were terminated . After t servico cf 
over three years he was transferred to Calcutta but, as his Hun was ill he 
roquested the authorities to cancel the transfor till his recovery but, they did 
not accede to his request and therefore he took leuvo for one month with pay which 
was dua. After he rosumed work tho bank terminated his serviços from March , 


1949 . According to him his services were dispensed with without any fault 
of his . He asked for the bank s contribution to the provident fund which wus 
not paid . The bank has filod a statement in which it is stated that thoro WAS 
never any registered provident fund in the buik nor any rules and regulations 
regarding the sanje . Certnin inembers of the staff mado voluntary contribu 
tions out of their salary as a sort of deposit and styled it the provident fund 
deposits nocount, with a view to draw upon it at the time of termination of 
their services. There was no arrangement ragurding the bank s contribution 
to the fund . 

Noither of the parties hus uppearod and excepting the respectivo state 
ments filed by them there is nothing else on the record to support the allcga 
tions of either party . In our opinion we camot hold on the nllegations in 
this case that there has been victimizution .

buddenly stopped with effect from July 1947 The bank A case in the follows : 
Out of those 18 men 16 are poddurs or sarkurs , one a receiving tellur and another 
& paying teller. They were never appointed or designated , nor did they 
work as clerks , but wero appointed to work as poddars , tellers or sarkars as the 
case might be. Prior to September 1946 there were no rogulur grades among 
clerks or such employees as the 18 men in question , In September 1946 B 
grados , A , B and C , were introduced by a Circular, but thorein no specific 
mention of poddars, sarkars or tellers was made. The award in the case of the 
staff of the Imperial Bank of India was then pending and the bank , on 19th 
February 1947, announced its intention of adjusting saluries on the basis of the 
said award . Before the said award was published , however , all the employees 
on the clerical staff as well as these 18 men were graded according to the grudes 
introduced by the Circular of September 1946 and their salaries adjusted 
acoordingly with effect from the 1st July 1948 . After Mr. Gupta s award re 
garding the Imperial Bank of India was published on 6th September 1947 , the 
bunk found that these men were being paid much more than would be allowable 
to poddars , tellers and sarkars under the said award . The bank , therefore , did 
not give them further increment. The receiving teller and the paying teller 
among the 18 men were placed in grade II of the clerical grade.

The Union denied that before Mr. Gupta s award thǝre existed any categories 
of employees designated as poddars, tellers or sarkars. It took its stand on the 
letters of appointment of the 18 men as members of the local staff , a form used 
also in the case of tho adınitted members of the clerical staff , and said that 
these men had to do , the work of poddars , tellers and sarkans as well as of 
clerks, and that no distinotion was ever maintained between them and the other 
members of the clerical staff. There was a system of marking for purposes of 
promotion which was applied to both ; after the introduction of grades in 1946 
both were placed in the grades A , B and C in the samo manner ; and after the 
revision of the terms of service in 1946 and 1047 tho salaries of both were 
increused and adjusted in the same way. 

We are unable to accept the contention of the Union that before Mr. 
Gupta s Award the categories of poddarg , tellers and sarkars did not exist . The 
bank has produced the personnel register kept by its Accountant from 1994 
which clearly shows the oristence of such catogories Mr. M . Sen for the 
Union was not prepared to udmit the register as genuino , but having looked 
into it we see no rauson for not accepting it as such . There is , however , no 
specific mention of such categories in the bank s circular of September 1946 and 
the grades A , B und C introduced thereby uppears to have been applied to 
them as well as to thoso who were doing clerical work without any distinction . 
Those letters had been ir use in the bank in relation to such employees even 
prior to September 1946 , and the bank s contention that they were used with 
reference to a system of iniking may be correct with reference to such period , 
as admitted by Mr. De on behalf of the Union 

Though the bank applied ita circular of September 1940 and the subsequent 
adjustment uniformly in the Cuse of those men and those who did clerical work , 
it appears to have re - examived the position after the publication of Mr. Gupta s 
award in September 1910 ) in accordance with the intimation it had already 
given to the staff . It then found that the poddars , tellers and şarkars had got 
large increases in their salaries and had been getting more than they would have 
been entitled to under Mr. Gupta s award . The union s allegation that those 
men also workod as clerks was donied by the bank and no attempt was made 
by the Union to prove the said allegation . The question that arises is, was 
the bank , therefore , juytified in stopping the increments of these 18 men whon 
they were led to expect them along with the other employees ? 
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It does not, however, appear that those inen or tho Union were altogether 
taken by surprise by such stoppuge of incrernents . On 28th November 1947 
the Union s Committee of Management resolved to bring certain mütters to 
the notice of these authorities ; those included the following : 


“ Grado , and Adjustment. - As there is much difference in the scope of this 
Bank with that of the Imperial Bank of India , and as there was practically 
no grade in existence before thik inovemont and as there is no difficulty in 
fixing and adjusting the sazrics here , as wus in the case of the Imperial Bank 
consisting of all the branches within the Province of Assam , Bengal, Bihar , 
United Province, Delhi, Punjab and the North Western Province , ns was 
intimnted to the Authorities , time scale with fixation of grades according to the 
scale recommended in the word of the Imperial Bank will suit un , since the 
old clerks, who have already suffered for long long years , should be justly 
remunerated . As the Authorities did not think it proper to consult the Union 
or the responsible clerks of the departments , the mothod of adjustment adopted 
by the Authorities is not known to us . The following irregularities should ba 
brought to the notice of the Authorities . 


Poddara and Sarkare . 


(i) On suitable enquiry it has been found that the duties of the above 

wamed posts in this Bank are quite different from those of tho 
Imperial Bank . For the well-being of the depurtmont they have 
got to work for the tellers and clerks too 


(ii) These people come off from respectable families and as such , they 

should be allowed to draw the minimum requirol for their main . 
tenurice . Further recruitments may be filled up in future from 

amongst the monials if the Bank so dosire . 
(111) The people have got grent responsibilities in dealing with Cash and 

insufficient surt met w armine their morals which is not 

desirable 
They should therefore he plneed in the Junior Grude at the last . 

Tellers . — The heads of tho Tellers in Cash Dopartment uie practically Cushiers 
in miniaturo and they should be allowed the Senior Grade . 

The grounds urged on behalf of the poddars and surkars appear to us to be in 
the nature of considerations in support of a prayer rather than a demand in an 
industrial dispute , particularly when it is remembered that the Committee began 
its case regarding “ Grados and adjustment by saying that a time scalo in 
accordance with the Imperial Bank award “ will suit us and when what is 
stated nbout poddars and sarkars was by way of pointing out “ irregularities " 
which should be brought to tho notice of tho authoritics " . Tf there was only 
& prayer but no such demand as in the essence of an industrial dispute , the 
contention of the bank that there was no dispute regarding the questions raiged 
by the application of 10th October , 1949 prior to the 13th Juno 1949 would appear 
to be correct. In support of this view uro the facts that ( 1 ) the Union s original 
statement of demands dated 3rd August, 1949 contained no mention of any 
grievance specifically regarding these men , ( 2 ) the application of 10th October , 
1949 was made orally and ( 3 ) on 1st December 1949 Mr, M . Sen on behalf of 
the Union filed # copy of a " supplementary statement " complaining of the 
stoppage of increments of the 18 men which the Union had addresged to the 
Accountant of the bank , no separate application addressed to the Tribunal 
being filled at any time. 
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It seems to us that although the bank introduced revised grades and adjust 
ment in September 1948 and February 1947 it intimated to the staff as Jarly 
Ag 10th Fobruary 1947 its intention to follow the Imperial Bank of India award . 
and that, therefore , after the publication of the said award its action in further 
revising tho scules of pry , etc . , in accordance with it annot be said to be unjusti 
fied or to have been an unfair baulking of expectations legitimately aroused . 
In this view we are unable to hold that any of the 18 men have been victimized 
by the bank . Their work is not the same as that of clerks and in our main award 
wo have accepted the view of Mr. Gupta that they do not deserve the same 
scales of pay up those who do regular clerical work . By the enrlier revision 
they Adinittedly got substantial increase in their salaries ; and if thereafter they 
did not get tho same advantage as the clerks under tho terms of the Imperial 
Bunk of Indic award which was applied (without the Union s oppogition ), it 
cannol, in our opinion , he zuid that they have any valid complaint . Accordingly 
wo must reject the application of the Union on behalf of these men . We must 
Obsarve , howover , that the bank has all along maintained no distinction between 
them and the clerical staff until tho publication of Mr. (Hupta s award . In the 
circumstances we feel that we should be justified in recommending that if any 
of them are found to be competent to be promoted to the clerical grade, parti 
cularly those who have acrved for a sufficiently long period ( e . g . , 10 years ), they 
should be given the benefit of such promotion

— Every non - officinl member , including a 
non -official member co -opted under rule 7 shall be entitled to the following 
allowances for notonding ench meeting of the Coal Mines Labour Welfare Fund 
Advisory Committee or any of its Sub -Committees or the Housing Board or any 
of its Sub -Committees provided that the non -official member is not resident at 
the place where the meeting is held : 

Travelling allowance

(o ) In respect of journey by road ... 

Where the journey is performed ontfrely 

by road , mileage at the rates admissible 
to Central Government servanty of the

tiine which journey by rajl would have 
ontajlod , provided further that if the 
diétanco travolled by road exooods 75 
miles in a single journoy, mileage allow 
Ance will be ruyuble only for the first 75 
milos for each journey .
